m! It is a trUnfultr thaped cn- 
elottre on the banks of the River 
Moskva, surrounded by a huge brick 
wall, one and one-half miles ktnf 
It cane into existence in 1156. when 
George Dolfoofiki. Prince of Rot- 
tow, erected a wooden stockade 
around his estate The present brick 
wall with its eighteen towers and 
five fptes replaced the oaken bar* 
riers in the 15th century.

Some of the great African fishes 


have very peculiar characteristics. One 
of the catfish tribe reaching up to four 
feet in length has been known to bed 
down in the mud at the bottom of | 
pools when they dry up in the dry-sear i 
son. The big electric catfish la one j 
of the strangest of all of fishes of the 
Nile and though a sluggish creature 
can deliver a powerful shock. 


The tiger fish is one of the most 


voracious fishes In the world, equipped 
with very muscular and powerful Jaws 
and armed with formidable teeth on 
the outside of its mouth. The "tiger 
fish" is able to bite in two heavy lead- 
ers of iron or copper wire and will j 
often break the strongest of three-Inch j 
steel hooks.

The tiger fish is as great a bait rob- 


ber as is the barracuda. Instead of 
taking the whole bait In his month he 
merely seizes It in his teeth and dashes 
off.

sinned ns great as the difference in i 
the results «ht:!in«L Poor birds eat •' 
much more proportionately than goo3 
ones. The reason is because chicks 
that grow well and hens that lay well 
are birds which constitutionally are 
able to make full use of all feed taken 
Into the system, while much of that 
eaten by those which are inferior In 
this respect passes through the sys- 
tem undigested. 


The fundamental principle in mod- 


ern poultry feeding is to feed so lib- 
erally tiiat not a bird In the nock will 
ever be unable to set all the feed it 
wants. In <loins this feed is kept be- 
fore the (lock practically all the time. 
In renewing supplies of the different 
kinds of feed at regular Intervals, It 
Is often noticed that the consumption 
from day to day or from week to week 
is variable. This Is most noticeable 
with adult stock. It is apt to be over- 
looked in chickens because they con- 
stantly require larger amounts until 
full grown. liecause of this variabil- 
ity close weighings of feed consumed 
In short periods, when taken as the 
basis of computation for the 
full 


period of growth, or for laying heus 
for a year arc seldom accurate.

Screens Under Roosts 


Found Good Investment 


Inventions that will prevent chick- 


ens from scratching in and walking 
over the droppinps in the pen are com- 
ing into use and are proving popular 
because profitable. Dropping boards 
under roosts are regarded as a com- 
mon menace wherever they exist A 
poultryman who found this out to his 
sorrow describes how he protected his 
birds from this danger. 


"\Ve took G-inch fencing boards and 


made a rectangle 5 -by 32 feet (the 
size of the dropping board tables), • 
nailing the boards so ns to make a 
bor 6 Inches high. Over this we 
stretched 2-inch mesh poultry netting. \ 
drawing It tight and then placed the j 
roosts on top. When we wish to clean J 
the dropping boards we need only prop ; 
«P the whole roost section. No dis- ! 
ease will be picked np from the night . 
droppings. Slanure will not be car- 
ried from dropping boards to nests 
nor will pullets be sitting on droppings 
instead of on roosts. This method is 
one that any fanner can employ and 
the expense is very low when com- 
pared with the bcncnts. This Is worth 
keeping in minil when planning the 
winter poultry house."

It Is the 
tree on which the Chinese silkworm 
originally fed. notes a writer in the 
New Tork World-Telegram, and its 
substance has been transformed by 
those magic and sacrificing creatures 
Into delicate fabrics that have wrapped 
the world In elegance and luxury. 
The seeds—round dots in the center 
of oblong wings shaped like the pro- 
pellor blades of a motor boat or air- 
plane—held one of the secrets of flight 
•wrapped up In their artistic shapes for 
untold ages waiting for men to prog- 
ress to the point of development where 
the problem of flying could be solved. 
The tree, like many weeds, has lived 
long with mankind; being an ancient 
resident of the mystic East, where It 
must have known Intimately the be- 
ginnings of some of the oldest races. 
It is most successful as a back-yard 
tree in dense cities, being often the 
Orst tree that millions of children, 
herded In tt-wns and cities, see. In 
the dense centers of population It 
shares starved back yards of tene- 
ments with the clothesline trees and 
Is called by children "the stink-weed 
tree." Flowering in early summer, the 
staminate flowers are very evii-smell- 
ing.

Shot Still Dropped 


The manufacture of small shot fs 


still carried on much as it has been j 
for years. The work Is still done ia ! 
tall towers known as shot towers.! 
varying from 100 feet high up to the j 
tallest located In Austria, which is | 
2-49 feet high. The lead used Is melt- 
ed and poured into an iron collander 
at the top of the tower. AS the lead 
comes out of the holes In the collander 
it forms into globular shape and bard- 
en;. At the bottom It lands In water 
which cools It, The various sizes ar« 
obtained by varying sizes of outlets in 
the bottom of the collander. 
After 


the shot is taken from the base of the 
tower it is run down an incline, which 
discloses any not perfect In form. The 
sizes are separated by the use of 
sieves and as final operation the shot 
is polished.
